'dangerous sex game’

AN ALLEGED sadomasochist 
accused of murdering a policeman 
has told a court that the officer 
died while they were playing “a 
very dangerous game”. 

Stefano Brizzi, aged 50, de¬ 
scribed how PC Gordon Semple, 59, 
from Greenhithe, had been 
enjoying the sex session at the 
Italian’s home in south London on 
April 1 but then stopped breathing. 

The pair, who met on the gay 
dating app Grindr, had been 
performing bondage actions - 
which included Brizzi sitting on PC 
Semple’s face while he rocked his 
“bottom back and forward”, the 
jury at the Old Bailey heard. 

Brizzi said PC Semple was 
wearing a collar and a mask while 
he held a leash which he tightened 
at the policeman’s request. 

Standing in the witness box, 
Brizzi said he was “pulling the 
leash and counting until 30.1 was 
following his instructions.” 

He said PC Semple was “extreme¬ 
ly excited” and had a “very big 
hard on while we were playing this 
game and he was enjoying it”. 


“His face was under my but¬ 
tocks,” Brizzi said, but when he 
stood up he noticed “that some¬ 
thing had gone wrong because he 
didn’t respond any more”. 

Brizzi said he then removed PC 
Semple’s mask and “realised that 
he was completely unresponsive 
and I started to panic”. 

“Unfortunately I couldn’t see any 
response. I also checked his pulse 
to see if I could feel any pulse. I 
realised that we had been playing a 


very dangerous game.” 

Brizzi didn’t call an ambulance 
thinking PC Semple may have had 
asthma and checked his pocket to 
see if he had an inhaler but instead 
found his police badge. “I was 
absolutely petrified,” Brizzi said. 

The pair used code to indicate 
whether they were enjoying the 
sexual acts or were struggling to 
cope. 

“He would say the word ‘Thank 
you, sir’ when he had reached a 


point when he was reaching his 
limits and I should start to pay a bit 
more attention to what I was 
doing,” Brizzi said. 

But the pair also had the code 
word “red” to indicate that the 
activity should stop immediately. 

“He never said red,” Brizzi told 
the court. 

The Italian denies murdering the 
officer but has admitted obstruct¬ 
ing a coroner by disposing of the 
body. 


Police launch new appeal 
after teenager killed in crash 


Church halls to open 
doors as council backs 
homelessness projects 


CHURCH halls across Thanet are to 
open their doors to rough sleepers as 
part of a project to tackle homeless¬ 
ness this winter. 

Two new initiatives are being 
supported by a £45,000 investment 
from Thanet District Council to 
provide food, shelter and support to 
rough sleepers. 

The Winter Shelter Scheme and 
Aspire Homeless Project will launch 
on December 1 as local homelessness 
figures continue to rise. 

Headed up by Ian Buckland from 
the Salvation Army, the Winter 
Shelter Scheme will run for 13 weeks 
during the coldest months of the year 
and provide an evening meal and 
access to showers, a bed and 
breakfast to rough sleepers in 
churches in Margate, Broadstairs 
and Ramsgate. 

As well as providing practical 
support with access to food, clothing 
and healthcare, the shelter guests 
will also be given assistance over the 
13 weeks, with the support of the 


Aspire Homeless Project, which will 
operate year-round, to identify 
opportunities for employment and 
training as well as help to move on to 
find appropriate, longer-term 
accommodation. 

It will link in with existing 
partnerships in the area, including 
the Department for Work and 
Pensions, Public Health, East Kent 
College, Pipeline and TDC to provide 
support with health and wellbeing, 
education, training and housing. 

Thanet District Council’s cabinet 
member for community services Lin 
Fairbrass said: “This is a unique 
approach to tackling a very real 
problem in Thanet. 

“Rough sleeping and homelessness 
is on the rise and we’re determined to 
tackle this head on. 

“We’re delighted to provide these 
projects with financial support and 
will be working alongside our 
partners to identify future funding 
steams should the projects prove to 
be successful at the end of the pilot.”

A STUDENT union has apologised 
after a social media storm erupted 
when it named former One Direction 
star Zayn Malik as one of its faces on 
posters for Black History Month. 

Kent Union came under intense 
criticism on Twitter from users who 
said the singer was neither black nor 
prominent enough to be recognised 
as such. 

Other figures included as part of 
the union’s campaign were Hilden- 
borough’s Olympic champion Dame 
Kelly Holmes and Crimean War hero 
Mary Seacole. 

Che Scott-Heron tweeted: “Kent 
Uni is a joke. This uni thinks an Eng¬ 
lish Pakistani boy from a band is a 
prominent figure in the black com¬ 
munity.” 

Others described it as “a national 
embarrassment” while the union’s 
rating on Facebook plummeted from 
4.5 to 1.3 overnight. 

In a statement, union president

Rory Murray said: “I want to apolo¬ 
gise on behalf of Kent Union to any 
individuals who were upset, uncom¬ 
fortable or offended by the image 
shared. 

“There was no intent for this to 


happen and I am very sorry to any¬ 
body who felt this way. 

“We always strive to do the very 
best and include our members to the 
full extent on our activities. 

“Whilst we made every effort to in¬ 
clude black and minority ethnic stu¬ 
dents on the planning for the month, 
clearly, we haven’t got it right on this 
occasion - for that, I again apologise 
and will ensure we do better. 

“Debate and discussion are an im¬ 
portant part of any healthy univer¬ 
sity campus.

Social staff called up 
for Calais age checks 

A “SMALL NUMBER” of social workers at Kent 
County Council remain on standby after the 
Home Office reached out for help in determining 
the ages of children crossing the Channel from 
the migrant camp in Calais known as the Jungle. 

The council confirmed contact had been made 
at the end of last week but that “final plans have 
not been confirmed” and its social workers - ear¬ 
marked for their expert age checks - are awaiting 
further instructions in the coming days. 

It comes after photographs of new arrivals in 
Britain from Calais last week led to claims some 
were actually adults. 

The Jungle was largely dismantled ahead of 
schedule, which was welcomed by Dover MP 
Charlie Elphicke, who has long campaigned for 
action across the Channel. 

“People will be more desperate than ever to 
see if they can break into Britain, it’s important that 
border security is stepped up at this time,” he 
added. 


Force launches gun 
amnesty fortnight 

KENT Police is launching a two-week amnesty for the 
surrender of unwanted or unlicensed firearms and 
ammunition starting from 8am on Monday. 

During these two weeks officers are encouraging 
the public to hand in unwanted firearms, ammunition, 
imitation firearms and air or gas-powered weapons. 

Surrendering weapons avoids the risk of the items 
falling into the hands of criminals and also means 
they can be disposed of safely. 

During the time period anyone surrendering 
firearms will not face prosecution for illegal 
possession. 

Members of the public are advised to call 101 
ahead of surrendering any firearms. 

They can also, if they wish, use the 101 service 
to arrange the safe collection of any weapon from 
their home by an officer. 

Det Chief Supt Robert Fordham said: “If you are 
unsure on whether it is legal to have a firearm in 
your possession, you should contact us for 
advice.” 


Actor visits heist site 
as film plans step up 

ACTOR Larry Lamb, who is set to play the leading 
role in a film about the Hatton Garden jewellery heist, 
has visited the site’s safe deposit area ahead of the 
movie’s release. 

The former EastEnders star met with former 
Metropolitan Police commander Peter Spindler at the 
location, as well as the Museum of London’s curator, 
Jackie Keily. 

The British capital’s jewellery quarter was at the 
centre of a high-profile robbery over the Easter 
weekend in 2015 as a gang of career criminals stole 
valuables worth up to £14 million. 

The Hatton Garden gang carried out the meticu¬ 
lously-planned crime, ransacking 73 boxes in the 
Safe Deposit after using a drill to bore a hole into the 
vault wall. 

Lamb, 69, is playing the role of the group’s 
ringleader Brian Reader, 77, fromDartford, who 
recently failed to win a cut to his six-year jail term.

December. 
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Power station uses divers to 
continue its nuclear clean-up 



PIONEERING: The work at Dungeness is the first of its kind in the UK

DIVERS are being used to clean-up the 
former cooling ponds at a Kent power station 
as part of a pioneering nuclear decommis¬ 
sioning programme. 

The first work of its kind in the UK, it will 
see the pond skips at Dungeness that were 
once used to store used nuclear fuel cut up 
and packaged for disposal, while the water 
that remains in the ponds will act as addi¬ 
tional radiation protection for the divers. 

The technique also has additional envi¬ 
ronmental benefits, as the alternative of cut¬ 
ting skips after they have been removed from 
the ponds would require additional meas¬ 
ures to prevent airborne contamination. 

During electricity generation, the ponds 
were used to store used nuclear fuel in skips 
before it was sent off site for reprocessing. 

The site has been fuel free for more than 
four years after being decommissioned in 
2006, but the skips, which are classed as in¬ 
termediate level waste, need to be safely dis¬ 
posed of. 

Dungeness A site closure director Paul 
Wilkinson said: “The use of divers was a 
change in our way of working. 

“We have successfully shown through tri¬ 
als that this work can be carried out safely 


and we can now make good progress in the 
clean-up of the cooling ponds.” 

Once cut up the skips will be stored in ap¬ 
proved waste containers in a shielded stor¬ 
age area on site before they are packaged for 
interim storage. 

During the work an additional 20 tonnes 
of pond furniture, including framework and 
machinery, classed as low level waste will be 
removed and cut up before being disposed of 
at the Low Level Waste Repository in West 
Cumbria. 


The learning from the work at Dunge¬ 
ness A site, expected to be completed in 
early 2017, will be passed on to other sites 
managed by contractor, Magnox. 

John Clarke, NDA’s chief executive, said: 
“We always encourage our contractors to 
adopt the highest standards of safety, secu¬ 
rity and environmental responsibility. This 
work by Magnox Ltd shows they are mak¬ 
ing real progress in clearing the ponds at 
Dungeness, in a way that is safe for the en¬ 
vironment and saving time and money.”

Around 30 firefighters helped tackle the fire on 
Commissioner’s Road having been called in the 
early hours of Wednesday morning. 

Residents were told to keep windows and doors 
shut as smoke drifted.

A GLOSSY brochure outlining Kent 
County Council’s budget plans for 
the coming year has been slammed 
as “an extraordinary waste of 
money”. 

Figures reveal KCC spent some 
£6,877.60 on just 200 copies of its 
Annual Strategic Statement, 
equating to an individual cost of 
£34. 

Liberal Democrat councillor Rob 
Bird said: “This is an extraordinary 
waste of money. 

“The report was produced for 
county members to consider at the 
very same meeting where KCC is 
telling people that spending this 
year is currently forecast at £10m 
over budget. 

“It looks awfully like the 
Conservative manifesto for next 
year’s county elections, but it 


shouldn’t be produced at the 
taxpayers’ expense.” 

However, the document was 
defended in the council chamber by 
Conservative Jeremy Kite. The 
Dartford Rural ward councillor 


said in response: “If you really want 
to start doing your calculations 
about how much it costs to produce 
stuff, I guess you’ve got to divide it 
by the 1.4 million people who have 
access to it on the internet.”

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Life for killer who stabbed pair 
in row over shower temperature 

Foster Christian is to spend a minimum of 30 years behind bars after this week being sentenced for 
the murders of Natasha Sadler-Ellis and Simon Gorecki at a house in Canterbury earlier this year... 


A MURDERER who knifed 
two people to death at a 
house in Canterbury af¬ 
ter a row over shower 
temperatures will spend 
a minimum of 30 years behind bars 
after being jailed for life this week. 

Foster Christian, aged 54, of Dick¬ 
ens Avenue, Canterbury, claimed he 
had acted in self-defence when he fa¬ 
tally stabbed Natasha Sadler-Ellis, 
40, and Simon Gorecki, 48, and seri¬ 
ously injured Ms Sadler-Ellis’ 
20-year-old son and another 16-year- 
old boy. 

On Tuesday, March 29, this year, 
officers were called to a property in 
Dickens Avenue following reports of a 
disturbance. 

Christian had also called police 
claiming he had been attacked by Mr 
Gorecki, Ms Sandler-Ellis and three 
other boys. 

He said they had come into his 
room and started an argument where 
they hit him with beer cans and 
bottles. 

He confirmed he used a knife be¬ 
cause he “didn’t know what else they 
had on them” 

When officers arrived, they found 
Mr Gorecki and Ms Sadler-Ellis fatally 
wounded with multiple stab wounds. 

The two boys were treated for stab 
wounds and Christian was arrested 
at the scene. 

In a tribute, the family of Ms San- 
dler-Ellis, which included two sisters 
Jodie and Sheryl, and brother Steven, 
said she was “full of life and always 
laughing” and admitted “life will 
never be the same” without her. 

They added: “She lived for her three 
boys whom she loved dearly and was 
so proud of and who are devastated at 
the loss of their mother. 

“Natasha was a free spirit and we 
admired that about her. 

“She lived her life regardless of 
what anyone said. 

“She had an ‘all or nothing’ atti¬ 
tude; she was funny and her person¬ 
ality was infectious. 

“Laughing and messing about, she 
had a real passion for music and her 
religion was drum and bass. We will 
love you forever.” 

Friends also helped raise well over 
a thousand pounds earlier this year, 
“to make things easier for our crazy 
friend’s boys and family.” 

Mr Gorecki’s family said: “Simon 
was a warm, bright and loving man, 
he was infectiously fun to be with and 
possessed that rarest of qualities, op¬ 
timism, even when there was little to 
be found. 

“We, his family, are devastated by 
our loss, as are his dear friends. 

“He leaves behind so many who 
loved him, and of course his children 
who will miss him more than any of 
us can bear.” 

A subsequent investigation by de¬ 
tectives from the Kent and Essex Seri¬ 
ous Crime Directorate revealed that

the murders resulted from an argu¬ 
ment regarding the temperature of a 
shower. 

During the evening Mr Gorecki 
was taking a shower when Christian 
turned on a tap in the kitchen which 
caused the temperature of the water 
in the shower to change. Mr Gorecki 
shouted at Christian. 

The 20-year-old was on the phone 
to his mother when he heard sounds 
of abuse so he and the boy went to 
Dickens Avenue. 

Christian was in his room and Ms 
Sadler-Ellis and Mr Gorecki were in 
the hallway downstairs. 

There was shouting between 
Ms Sadler-Ellis, Mr Gorecki and 
Christian. 

Ms Sadler-Ellis’ 20-year-old son 
tried to calm the situation, but Chris¬ 
tian then shouted further abuse. 

Ms Sadler-Ellis then went to his 
room and she was followed by the 
others where they found Christian 
stood in the doorway. 

There was pushing and shoving be¬ 
tween him and Ms Sadler-Ellis. 

Her son tried to intervene by keep¬ 
ing his hand on Christian’s chest. 

He was then struck by Christian 
and punches were exchanged. 

Christian retaliated by using a 
knife, which was covered by a plastic 
bag. Using the knife, he fatally 
wounded Mr Gorecki and Ms Sadler- 
Ellis and seriously injured her son 
and the 16-year-old boy. 

Following a three-week trial at 
Maidstone Crown Court, on Friday, 
October 21, Christian was found 
guilty of murdering Ms Sadler-Ellis 
and Mr Gorecki and the wounding of 


her 20-year-old son and the 16-year- 
old boy. 

Naomi Toro, aged 6, of Keyworth 
Mews, Canterbury, and Samantha 
Groombridge, aged 19, of Athelstan 
Road, Canterbury, both previously 
pleaded guilty to assisting an 
offender. 

Toro had admitted to disposing of 
the knife in the River Stour. She later 
told police it was there. 

All three were sentenced at the 
same court on Wednesday, where 
Toro was given one year in prison 
and Groombridge was sentenced to 
10 weeks. 

Senior investigating officer Det 
Chief Insp Nick Gossett said: “What 
started as an argument took a devas¬ 
tating turn. Now two lives have been 
lost and many lives ruined. 

“Although Christian never denied 
stabbing Ms Sadler-Ellis and Mr 
Gorecki it is clear from our investiga¬ 
tion that this was not self-defence, 
but murder. 

“Christian murdered two people 
and seriously assaulted another two 
- and by trying to help him cover up 
his actions, Toro and Groombridge 
played their part too. 

“His actions that night had tragic and 
far-reaching consequences for all involved 
as well as their friends and families. 

“Justice has now been served on a 
dangerous individual, Christian is 
starting a prison sentence and no 
longer able to harm anyone. 

“I hope it brings closure and 
reassurance to the victims’ families 
who have been supportive through¬ 
out the investigation and shown a 
true courage.”

Crouch launches fresh review of 
controversial betting termin a ls 

A government probe into gambling machines was this week welcomed by councillors on both sides 
of the chamber in Medway where a self-exclusion scheme that has spread nationally was first born

C AMPAIGNERS hit the 
jackpot this week after the 
government announced a 
review of controversial 
high street gambling 

machines. 

Fixed odds betting terminals 
(FOBTs) have been the bane of prob¬ 
lem gamblers in recent years, with 
their ability to make punters lose as 
much as £300 every minute. 

The terminals, dubbed “the crack 
cocaine of gambling” allow players to 
bet anything up to £100 on a spin of a 
virtual roulette wheel, in an activity 
that barely lasts 20 seconds. 

There have even been reports of 
them being used by criminals to 
launder money - feeding their ‘dirty’ 
cash through the machines, losing a 
little, and then cashing out with the 
vast majority of their stake. 

They can then collect a printed 
ticket showing they have gambled 
that day - meaning that if stopped by 
police, they can legitimately justify 
carrying hundreds of pounds in 
rolled-up cash. 

Stop the FOBTs, a branch of the 
Campaign for Better Gambling, has 
long called for a review of policy and 
now it appears the government is be¬ 
ginning to take steps to tackle the 
problem. 

The review, announced by gam¬ 
bling minister Tracey Crouch, will 
assess concerns about the harm 
FOBTs can cause either to players 
or the communities in which they are 
located, as well as other rules 
on gaming machines across the 
industry. 

It will also cover gambling adver- 
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tising and the protection of children 
and vulnerable people. 

Announcing a call for evidence, 
Mrs Crouch, who is also a Conserva¬ 
tive MP for Chatham and Aylesford, 
said this week: “It is important that 
gambling regulations strike the right 
balance between allowing the indus¬ 
try to contribute to the economy and 
enable people to bet responsibly 
whilst ensuring consumers and com¬ 
munities are protected.” 

According to figures made availa¬ 
ble by Stop the FOBTs, as of June 
2016, there were 645 FOBTs across 
Kent and Medway, in which a total of 
£172.5m had been inserted, with 
punters cumulatively losing some 
£34.5m. 

Medway has long been a particular 
problem area, with the Rochester and 
Strood constituency producing the 
most troubling figures across the 
county - with £16.66m inserted 
across its 62 machines, generating 
public losses of £3.33m. 

South Thanet was the next closest 
with £2.55m lost from £12.74m be¬ 
ing inserted into 47 FOBTs. 

It led to the unitary council intro¬ 
ducing a cross-operator self-exclu¬ 
sion scheme, which was described by 
Conservative portfolio holder for 
planning, economic growth and reg¬ 
ulation, Jane Chitty, as “pioneering”. 

She told KoS: “At a local level we 
have long been in discussions with 
the industry and they brought in a 
number of initiatives. 

“Staff [at betting shops] became 
aware of people who were regularly 
going in there and acted in a way that 
was appropriate - they’d offer them a 
cup of tea or just a sit-down chat. 

“Many of them then signed up for 
self-exclusion which meant all bet¬ 


ting establishments were made aware 
that these people were not to come in 
and play, and a great deal of credit 
must go to those people who identi¬ 
fied they had a problem. 

“But we were pioneers and it’s 
something to be proud of as we now 
see similar work being carried out in 
other areas of the UK. 

“Medway is always proactive in 
identifying problems that need to be 
addressed and Tracey Crouch has 
carried that on.” 

The work is supported by parties on 
both sides of the chamber, with La¬ 
bour campaigning both locally and 
nationally to reduce the maximum 
stake on the machines to £2. 

Medway party leader Vince Maple 
echoed comments made by shadow 
culture secretary Tom Watson sug¬ 
gesting the machines exploit areas of 
deprivation and poverty. 

“I’m pleased to see we’ve got this 
very long overdue review happen¬ 
ing,” he told KoS. 

“I have been speaking for a number 
of years about this and every time I 
have residents contacting me with 
devastating stories of people losing 
their homes, work and families. 

“We need the review to deliver be¬ 
cause having these high stakes ma¬ 
chines with quick turnarounds of 
£100 every 20 seconds on our high 
streets is totally unacceptable. 

“Yes, people can do that online and 
I hope that can be looked at as well, 
but I am primarily concerned about 
communities. 

“Bookmakers have had a prolifera¬ 
tion in areas of deprivation and we 
have some of the highest in the coun¬ 
try here. 

“Until recently one particular 
bookmaker had four shops within a 
East 


400m radius of Chatham High Street 
- it is, in my view, completely irre¬ 
sponsible. 

“I’ve always said, I’m not anti-gam¬ 
bling, I’m anti-problem gambling.” 

Maidstone MP Helen Grant, who 
worked as minister prior to Mrs 
Crouch’s appointment, also wel¬ 
comed the review but felt it needed to 
be done over a greater period of time. 

“Given the comprehensive nature 
of the review I would have preferred 
the evidence collecting period to be 
longer than the proposed six weeks,” 
she said. 

“It is critical that any policy deci¬ 
sions are carefully thought out and 
based on the evidence and not at the 
whim of emotive knee-jerk reactions. 

“I am also encouraged by the broad 
nature of the review to encompass 
more than just stake and prize limits 
by considering location, local author¬ 
ity powers, social responsibility 
measures and advertising. 

“It is very important that govern¬ 
ment continues to assess regulation 
in the gambling industry to ensure 
that individuals can enjoy the pas¬ 
time and society can reap the eco¬ 
nomic benefits whilst protecting 
those who are vulnerable to the dan¬ 
gers of problem gambling.” 

Ms Grant frequently talked about 
giving local authorities more powers 
to refuse applications and stop new 
betting shops opening during her 
time as minister, and it is a concept 
backed by Cllr Maple. 

“I’m a big advocate of localism and 
empowering communities, be that 
from central government to local gov¬ 
ernment or local government to com¬ 
munities,” he said. 

“It was great to hear Ed Miliband 
last year recognising us calling for 


these changes and we want the peo¬ 
ple of Medway to have more of a say in 
how their high streets work. 

“People feel disenfranchised from 
politics because they feel they don’t 
have a say on things affecting their 
quality of life.” 

However, the Association of British 
Bookmakers suggests some percep¬ 
tions are unfair, pointing out there 
are now fewer betting shops than at 
any time since 2003, with the 
number of FOBTs also falling by 0.5 
per cent in the past year. 

It claims the average gross profit for 
bookmakers on gaming machines is 
equivalent to just £12 per hour, 
before any expenses and contribution 
to overhead, with an average loss on 
machines of just £6.75 and the aver¬ 
age session lasting around 10 
minutes. 

The body also argued the average 
stake placed on a machine is only 
£5.13. 

A spokesperson added: “We wel¬ 
come an evidence based and broad 
review of the gambling industry. 

“We will be submitting detailed 
evidence on the elements relevant to 
high street betting shops and our six 
million customers. 

“Since the last review in 2013, we 
have worked closely with the govern¬ 
ment and Gambling Commission to 
introduce and develop a range of new 
responsible gambling measures in 
betting shops including our pioneer¬ 
ing work with Medway Council that 
helped shape the new national self¬ 
exclusion scheme. 

“The vast majority of people gam¬ 
ble responsibly and we hope that poli¬ 
ticians do not seek to penalise those 
who enjoy their leisure time in bet¬ 
ting shops.”

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Celebrations as 
Boris’ plans for 
estuary airport 
are grounded 

As he gave the green light to a third runway at 
Heathrow this week, transport secretary Chris 
Grayling confirmed the government has ‘no 
intention’ of discussing Boris Island any more - 
much to the joy of politicians across Medway...

P LANS for an airport in the Thames 
Estuary appear to have finally been 
quashed once and for all as the gov¬ 
ernment this week backed propos¬ 
als for a third runway at Heathrow. 
Foreign secretary Boris Johnson has long 
campaigned for an airport, notoriously known 
as ‘Boris Island’, on the Isle of Grain in Med¬ 
way but his plans have frequently been met 
with vociferous opposition. 

And as transport secretary Chris Grayling 
gave the green light to Heathrow expansion 
on Tuesday morning, he all but ruled out Boris 
Island as a viable option, claiming “the gov¬ 
ernment has no intention of re-opening that 
discussion”. 

The news was welcomed across Medway, 
whose unitary council has fought the propos¬ 
als for more than 20 years. 

Conservative leader Alan Jarrett told KoS: 
“It’s certainly a huge boost and after two dec¬ 
ades of arguing about it this is a great relief. 

“But there’s always a ‘what if’ and none of us 
can relax until they start pouring concrete - 
it’s not over and there’s a long way to go. 

“We’ll keep our eyes and ears open and work 
with our MPs and we’ll just have to see what 
happens because these are interesting politi¬ 
cal times.” 

Cllr Jarrett told us earlier in the year it had 
set aside £15,000 in its budget as a ‘fighting 
fund’ should the plans ever re-appear on the 
table, but said the authority now has enough 
confidence not to include such a package. 

Following Mr Grayling’s announcement, 
the leader said: “We won’t be continuing with 
that. 

“But even though it’s only a small amount of 
money it’s definitely positive that it can be re¬ 
invested given recent budget constraints - any 
remaining money will be useful.” 

It was Rochester and Strood MP Kelly Tol- 
hurst who probed the transport secretary into 
rejecting the proposals, asking in the House of 
Commons this week: “Now this decision has 
been made, can my constituents now be as¬ 
sured that the blight to their homes that has 
been suffered for over a decade by the threat of 
a peninsula, or estuary airport, that these pro¬ 
posals are now finally dead?” 

Mr Grayling said in response: “The airports 
commission looked very carefully at these is¬ 
sues, looked at the issue of an estuary airport 


in the Thames, came to the view that it was 
not a viable option. 

“I have looked at this issue carefully and I 
share that view. 

“The government has no intention of re¬ 
opening that discussion.” 

Speaking afterwards, Ms Tolhurst said: 
“The delay on the airport capacity decision 
has been a burden on so many local residents’ 
lives for too long and this confirmation will fi¬ 
nally give the community the relief we have all 
been waiting for. 

“The proposed ‘Boris Island’ airport would 
have devastated our north Kent region, bull¬ 
dozed beloved village communities and our 
beautiful nature spots, as well as bringing fur¬ 
ther chaos to our local infrastructure. 

“The government has made the correct deci¬ 
sion given the infrastructure and links already 
in place. 

“I am delighted that we can now all move on 
and instead refocus on efforts local issues that 
matter.” 

Fellow Conservative MP Rehman Chishti, 
who represents the Gillingham and Rainham

constituency, added: “I very much welcome the 
statement by the minister which shows respect 
for the workings of the independent Davies 
Commission which had previously rejected the 
bizarre, pie-in-the-sky idea of an estuary air¬ 
port because of delivery, structural and envi¬ 
ronmental concerns. 

“I thank the minister for making the right de¬ 
cision on the evidence and also in the national 
interest.” 

However, the former Mayor of London, Mr 
Johnson, continued to bang the drum for the 
project as he described the plans for Heathrow 
as “undeliverable” and likely to be stopped. 

“I think in the long run we will have to go 


back to those ideas because, I’m afraid to say, 
Heathrow is not in the right place and I’m afraid 
a third runway is undeliverable,” he said. 

“The day when the bulldozers appear is a long 
way off, if indeed they ever materialise to build 
that third runway. 

“I think it very likely it will be stopped. 

“We have been here before and we are going 
to see an inevitable fight in the courts and I 
think the chances of success for the proponents 
of the third runway are not high.” 

The Thames Estuary plan was officially re¬ 
jected by the Airports Commission in Septem¬ 
ber 2014. 

The scheme, championed by Mr Johnson as 


early as 2009, was ruled out after the commis¬ 
sion said the proposal had “substantial disad¬ 
vantages that collectively outweigh its potential 
benefits”. 

But speaking at the Foreign Office, Mr John¬ 


son said: “We can satisfy the need for connectiv¬ 
ity to the rest of the world without, as I say, cre¬ 
ating an unacceptable erosion of the quality of

life for the people of this city, and we 
should have started that project years 
ago with a 24-hour, four-runway, 
hub airport in the Thames Estuary - 
that is the answer.” 

Mr Grayling said: “It would be im¬ 
possible to deliver a project like this 
without some people disagreeing 
with the strategy. 

“We’ve taken a view that where 
people have direct constituency con¬ 
cerns and interests they should have 
the freedom to articulate those long- 
held views. 

“But this is about taking the right 
decision for the United Kingdom.” 

Asked if he believed the third run¬ 
way would be built, Mr Grayling re¬ 
plied: “Absolutely”. 

The decision was welcomed by the 
South East Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship, which drives economic growth 
in Kent and Medway. 

Chairman Christian Brodie said: 
“As the country now looks to forge 
new and strengthen existing trading 
relations, the decision to back Heath¬ 
row is the right one. 

“Heathrow as a global hub and an 
economic driver is what other coun¬ 
tries aspire to have and we must sup¬ 
port its long term future. 

“It connects the UK with the rest of 
the world and secures the supply 
chains that underpin the success of 
many business and communities 
throughout the south east. 

“However, we recognise that with a 
further year’s consultation and plan¬ 
ning process, the timeline for a new 
runway at Heathrow is still a decade 
away. 

“What business needs is the reas¬ 
surance that its delivery won’t be de¬ 
layed any further so they can plan 


their own investments.” 

A public consultation will now be 
held on the impact of a third runway 
at the west London hub before the fi¬ 
nal decision is put to MPs for a vote in 
the winter of 2017/18. 

A new runway could be operation¬ 
al by 2025. 

Tory MP and this year’s London 
mayoral candidate Zac Goldsmith, 
meanwhile, honoured his pledge to 
resign and force a by-election in Rich¬ 
mond Park and Kingston North in 
protest at the outcome. 

The government has proposed that 
a six-and-a-half-hour ban on sched¬ 
uled night flights will be introduced 
for the first time, as well as more 
stringent night noise restrictions. 

The timing of the ban will be deter¬ 
mined through a consultation. 

The Department for Transport 
(DfT) claimed that the new runway 
will bring economic benefits to pas¬ 
sengers and the wider economy 
worth up to £61 billion and bosses at 
Heathrow said they were ready to de¬ 
liver a third runway that is “fair, af¬ 
fordable and secures the benefits of 
expansion for the whole of the UK”. 

Mr Grayling concluded: “The step 
that the government is taking is truly 
momentous. 

“I am proud that after years of dis¬ 
cussion and delay this government is 
taking decisive action to secure the 
UK’s place in the global aviation market 
- securing jobs and business opportuni¬ 
ties for the next decade and beyond. 

“We believe a third runway for Hea¬ 
throw is the best option for our future. 

“It’s the best for the whole country 
to create better connectivity to the 
different regions of the United King¬ 
dom and to provide the best trade 
links to the world.” 



GATWICK CAMPAIGNERS REJOICE AT AIRPORT VERDICT 


THE expansion of Gatwick Airport 
was an alternative proposal on the 
table for the government this week, 
and campaigners welcomed the 
announcement that it is to be saved 
from a second runway - but 
pledged to continue their fight. 

Sally Pavey, chairwoman of the 
campaign group Communities 
Against Gatwick Noise Emissions 
(CAGNE), said local residents 
were relieved but they would be 
monitoring the reaction of the 
airport’s owners. 

The 50-year-old said: “From the 
point of view of the residents of 
Sussex, Surrey and Kent, we are 
very much relieved, but we 
wouldn’t wish it upon anybody. 

“We are delighted they have 
listened to the facts, the facts spoke 
loud and clear that Gatwick’s 


proposals were flawed. 

“They have looked at Gatwick 
four times and each time it’s been 
dismissed. 

“It’s the wrong side of London 
and the Achilles’ heel has always 
been that Gatwick sits on one 
railway line and one road and the 
railway line cannot be expanded. 

“So the congestion is there and it 
wouldn’t have coped with not only 
the normal growth but also growth 
in passengers.” 

Tonbridge and Mailing MP Tom 
Tugendhat backed the decision but 
urged the transport secretary to 
provide reassurance to his 
constituents living on the flightpath. 

“Please assure the people of 
west Kent, particularly the resi¬ 
dents of Edenbridge, Penshurst 
and Tonbridge, that the decision on 


Gatwick is not one that’s going to 
come up in the next few years and 
therefore continue to blight their 
lives,” he said. 

“Could [you] perhaps talk a little 
about the six-and-a-half hours 
relief [you’re] offering, quite rightly, 
to the people of Heathrow and 
could [you] not extend that ban on 
night flights to Gatwick, where we 
suffer all the time? ’ ’ 

Mr Grayling said in response: 
“I’m very aware of the issues 
around Gatwick, the issue of noise, 
and this is something that is very 
much on my desk. 

“I’ve spoken to the CAA [Civil 
Aviation Authority] about how best 
the right balance could be found 
for residents that are in the take-off 
routes and the landing routes from 
Gatwick Airport.”

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Marlowe given co-author credit 

Canterbury’s most famous son is set to be named as an official contributor to William Shakespeare’s 
plays on Henry VI, and a Kent academic says there may be further recognition of his work to come

C anterbury’s most famous 
son is to be credited on a re-re- 
lease of some of Britain’s most 
famous literature. 

In the latest twist in a row 
that has lasted hundreds of years, Chris¬ 
topher Marlowe was this week named as a 
co-author of William Shakespeare’s three 
plays on Henry VI. 

The playwright has long been suspect¬ 
ed as being a major contributor to the 
Bard’s efforts and Oxford University Press 
has now confirmed the pair will jointly 
appear on the title pages in a new collec¬ 
tion of works. 

The decision for the upcoming edition, 
entitled New Oxford Shakespeare, comes 
after the experts using modern analytical 
methods revisited the question of whether 
Shakespeare collaborated with others. 

The scholars working on the collection 
found that Marlowe’s contribution has 
been verified “strongly and clearly 
enough”, as research suggests Shake¬ 
speare’s collaboration with others was 
previously underestimated. 

Research conducted by 23 internation¬ 
al scholars concluded that 17 of 44 Shake¬ 
speare plays were written with the help of 
another author, or authors. 

The publisher said that “identifying 
Marlowe’s hand in the Henry VI plays is 
just one of the fresh features of this project”. 

Dr Peter Merchant, an English lecturer 
at Canterbury Christ Church University, 
says this week’s announcement is far 
from a conclusion and expects the debate 
to continue to run. 

“It’s certainly the latest part of a controver¬ 
sy which has been going on for many years,” 
he told KoS. “Questions first rose in the 18th 
century about authorship of those plays. 

“It’s ironic that three plays chronicling 
The Wars of the Roses should have been 
dragged dramatically back into a battle 
over authorship which ranges the White 
Rose of the Marlovians against the Red 


Rose of the Shakespeare purists. 

“Critics who have led the way argue co-au- 
thorship is much more common than previ¬ 
ously thought, so there’s quite a lot up for grabs. 

“It’s like staring at a wall, not knowing 
how many people painted it - did the same 
person apply the undercoat and the gloss? 

“I think the mystery over the authorship 
will thicken, because however close probabil¬ 
ity manages to get to proof, neither side will 
accept the version put forward by the other. 

“We shall be left with a theatrical whodun¬ 
nit which will run and run because, although 
it can be shown that both Shakespeare and 
Marlowe had the tools and the time to write 
these plays, motive and opportunity aren’t 
quite enough to secure a conviction.” 

Marlowe’s legacy in the city where he 
grew up is significant - a society was 
founded to help campaign for recognition, 
while the theatre which recently celebrat¬ 
ed its fifth anniversary boasts his name, 
as does a house at The King’s School 
where he was educated. 

Dr Merchant believes the move is a 
boost to the city and proves that people 
are still passionate about authorship, 
even hundreds of years after the event. 

“I think this all shows that people are 
trying to fill in gaps because he had a fair¬ 
ly mysterious life,” he said. 

“Anything that attracts attention to 
Marlowe must be good news but he has ar¬ 
guably been eclipsed by Chaucer recently 
[a statue of the Canterbury Tales author 
was unveiled in the city earlier this month]. 

“It’s good because it shows people, if we 
didn’t already know, how complex deter¬ 
mining authorship is. 

“Speculation is going to be rife and 
that’s not a bad thing for Canterbury - 
maybe Ben Elton will write a new series of 
comedies. Henry VI was shown on the 
BBC on successive Saturday nights [in 
The Hollow Crown series, filmed at Pen- 
shurst Place] and none of us expected it to 
get much of an audience but it was talked 
about in the media quite a lot. 

“It seems television production will cre¬ 
ate more momentum for revivals of these 
plays in the theatre.”

WHO WAS CHRISTOPHER MARLOWE? 


THOUGH Marlowe’s exact birth date is not 
known, records show he was baptised in 
St George’s Church in Canterbury on 
February 26, 1564. 

Son of John Marlowe, a shoemaker, and 
mother Katherine, the daughter of a 
clergyman from Dover, Marlowe studied 
Latin, Greek, history, mathematics and 
music until he was 15 before leaving Kent 
for Corpus Christi College, Cambridge. 

On leaving university, Marlowe moved 
to London where he began to write 
seriously. 

Although the details are unclear as to 
when any of his known works were 
actually written, Tamburlaine the Great - 
Part One, had its first public performance 
in 1587. 

Marlowe was also alleged to have 
worked as a spy and in 1588 was 
said to be on board one of Sir 
Francis Drake’s ships when Drake 


went out to meet the Spanish Armada. 

His other famous plays written and 
performed between 1588 and 1593, 
included Edward the Second, Doctor 
Faustus, The Jew of Malta and The 
Massacre of Paris. 

Marlowe was controversially believed 
to be an atheist, and rumours that he was a 
homosexual contributed to the mystery 
surrounding his later life and eventual 
death. 

He had many brushes with the law and 
in early May 1593, a poem mocking 
immigrant Protestants was posted on the 
wall of a London church. Suggestions 
within the text pointed to Marlowe. 

The following day his fellow writer 
Thomas Kyd was arrested and his home 
searched. The authorities found heretical 
documents denouncing God in his room 
and Kyd was tortured. He eventually gave 
up Marlowe as an atheist. 


A warrant for Marlowe’s arrest was then 
made by the Privy Council and the 
playwright handed himself in shortly after. 
Ten days later he would be dead. 

He is said to have been lured to a tavern 
in Deptford by three men he knew, before 
being goaded into a fight and stabbed 
above the right eye, killing him instantly. 

Marlowe’s killer was named as Ingram 
Frizer, who, despite his arrest for murder, 
was pardoned by a jury for acting in 
self-defence. 

There are many conspiracy theories 
about his death, including one suggesting 
Marlowe was killed at the behest of several 
members of the Privy Council, who feared 
he might reveal them to be atheists too. 

Another speculates Queen Elizabeth I 
ordered his assassination because of his 
refusal to believe in God, while others 
suspect he was stabbed by Frizer during 
a simple fight over money.

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Pioneering broadcaster hails 
county attitude to dementia 


Angela Rippon paid tribute to work being done across Kent 
as she visited Sheerness to host Dementia Friendly Awards

A LZHEIMER’S Society 
ambassador Angela Rip¬ 
pon has praised families, 
charities and businesses 
around Kent for the sup¬ 
port they offer to those living with 
dementia. 

The campaigner and pioneering 
broadcast journalist hosted the De¬ 
mentia Friendly Kent Awards at the

Oasis Academy in Sheerness on Mon¬ 
day afternoon - an initiative to recog¬ 
nise the work going on across the 
county to make life easier for those 
living with the condition. 

The 72-year-old presenter, who lost 
her mother Edna to dementia in 
2009, spoke of the greater awareness 
and understanding of the disease that 
affects over 850,000 people in the 
UK. 

“Up until about 10 to 12 years ago 
there was a very strong stigma 
against dementia because people 
didn’t understand the disease and 
didn’t want to talk about it - but all of 
that is changing,” she said. 

“As a journalist myself, I’m 
ashamed to say that one of the very 
first reporters I spoke to about demen¬ 
tia in 2004 actually said to me, ‘aren’t 
you embarrassed to be talking about 
this?’ 

“She called it a mental illness, and 
didn’t understand how it’s a physical 
disease of the brain. 

“Around that time that’s what peo¬ 
ple thought, and that’s what made me 
realise there was an awful lot of igno¬ 
rance surrounding the disease. 


“But now, there is not anything like 
as much as there was. I made a docu¬ 
mentary this year about it, it’s on the 
radio, and it’s in the newspapers 
everyday. 

“More and more people are pre¬ 
pared to talk about dementia so 
there’s more and more information 
about it. I am happy to be a part of 
making that happen.” 

Ms Rippon co-chairs the dementia 
friendly communities committee - a 
programme which facilitates the cre¬ 
ation of communities across the UK 
that pull together to become more in¬ 
clusive of people with dementia. 

The committee was set up after the 
former prime minister David Cam¬ 
eron issued a national challenge on 
dementia in 2012. 

At this week’s awards, the former 
BBC news anchor praised the re¬ 
sponse of those across the county 
who play a vital role in supporting 
those with dementia, raising aware¬ 
ness of the condition and making the 
county more dementia friendly. 

She said: “Here in Kent you have 
been hearing a microcosm of what is 
happening nationally. I believe the 


future for dementia, for the under¬ 
standing of dementia, lies with our 
young people. 

“If we can take the word stigma out 
of their vocabulary, they are going to 
grow up knowing about it, recognis¬ 
ing it, understanding it. 

“When we started the project four 
and a half years ago to get dementia 
awareness into schools, one of the re¬ 
gions was here in Kent - two of our 
first pioneer schools were here in this 
county. 

“We now have just under 600 
schools throughout Britain, who are 
involved in our dementia friendly 
programme creating that dementia 
friendly generation. 

“I’m thrilled for all the work this 
school has done to make it more de¬ 
mentia friendly.” 

Anne Tidmarsh is the director of 
older people and physical disability 
for Kent County Council and the 
chair of the Kent Dementia Action Al¬ 
liance - a partnership including KCC 
that works together to make Kent 
a better place for people living with 
dementia. 

She said: “Each locality has their 
own action alliance, where organisa¬ 
tions like the voluntary sector, 
people with dementia, shops, super¬ 
markets, the fire and the police 
service come together to make

“There is a lot to do to make Kent 
completely dementia friendly as we 
have an ageing population, and 
therefore more people with the 
disease. 

“But we are raising more and more 
awareness and helping people 
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tackle misconceptions about dementia and raising awareness about it in our schools and colleges 


understand what dementia is. 

“If you look at Bluewater shopping 
centre, for example, they are 
dementia friendly. That means that 
shop keepers don’t automatically 
think somebody is weird or drunk 
because they don’t understand 
what they’re doing, they think 


‘could they have dementia?’ 

“There are also supermarkets, like 
Tesco and Sainsburys, who staff 
trained staff to think dementia in¬ 
stead of assuming people have other 
problems.” 

Yet although more people have 
been diagnosed with the condition 


since the alliance started, Ms Tid- 
marsh explains that a skills shortage 
and cuts to local authority budgets 
are the two main challenges that lie 
ahead in improving people’s quality 
of life with dementia. 

“Public sector funding is diminish¬ 
ing, so having enough care homes for

people with dementia is a challenge,” 
she said. 

“Finding the right workforce of 
people who want to work with people 
with dementia is difficult, and that’s 
partially related to money. 

“There is also a lack of nursing 
skills nationally, but also in Kent. To 
start a home for people with demen¬ 
tia, if you can’t find people with the 
right skillset that’s a real challenge. 

“If we want to keep people in their 
own homes, we also need to find dom¬ 
iciliary carers who are able to work 
with that - and that’s not easy. 

“Another challenge is how you 
reach people to give them the advice 
and information that’s available. 

“Everybody can get respite care 
and we have carers support, but it’s 
still really difficult to know if people 
are aware of what’s out there.” 

The Oasis Academy on the Isle of 
Sheppey is recognised as a dementia 
friendly school due to the academy’s 


role in reaching out to those who 
have dementia. 

Lauren Glock is a former student 
who helped come up with the idea of a 
dementia cafe - an initiative run six 
times a year at the Oasis Academy 
where residents of local care homes, 
their carers and families are invited 
to the school for a tea party. 

“My great nan displayed traits of 
dementia and a family member 
wouldn’t get her tested, so she didn’t 
get to socialise very much,” explained 
Miss Glock, who now studies at the 
University of Greenwich. 

“We thought it would be a good 
idea for her to interact with other 
people, and that’s where the idea of 
the cafe comes from.” 

Oasis Academy has been involved 
for the last three years in raising 
awareness of dementia, and won two 
top accolades at last year’s Dementia 
Friendly Kent Awards hosted at the 
County Hall in Maidstone.

enough housing for Canter¬ 
bury to grow economically, 
with around 16,000 homes 
planned up to 2031. 

“We are currently in the 
process of determining the 
application for the largest de¬ 
velopment, Mountfield Park, 
pictured above right, which 
comprises 4,000 homes and 
much more.” 

Sited to the south of the 
city, the development in¬ 
cludes an extra junction off 
the A2 at Bridge, two new 
schools, employment oppor¬ 
tunities and a community 
hub of shops and facilities. 

Kingsmead has long been 
identified as a regeneration 
site and despite previous set 
backs, is now the focus once 
again of big plans. 

The council spokesman ex¬ 
plained: “There is to be a mul¬ 
ti-screen cinema, along with 
retail units, housing and the 
regeneration of the appear¬ 
ance of the whole site and ex¬ 
tension of the riverside walk¬ 
way.” 

It is by far the council’s most 
ambitious plan currently on 
the table and covers 10-acres 
of mostly derelict land. At its 
core will be a public square 
where it is hoped a variety of 
events can be staged, along 
with regular markets. Artist’s 
impression below and right. 

In all, some 55,000 sq ft will 
be for commercial space 
served by a car park of around 
300 spaces. 

With a large university pop¬ 


ulation, 500 student homes 
are also going in, plus 65 
homes. 

It has been a labour of love 
to get the plans to this stage, 
and the council sees it as a fi¬ 
nal piece to a large regenera¬ 
tion jigsaw. 

Other aspects include up¬ 
grades of the High Speed One 
line to Ashford - further re¬ 
ducing travel times to London 
- and further improvements 
to the city’s railway stations. 

The council said: “We have 
agreed to build an additional 
two decks on our council Sta¬ 
tion Road West car park next 
year. This trebles capacity at a 
popular commuters’ and 
shoppers’ car park. Our new 
automatic registration and 
online payment system using 
cameras and barriers is revo¬ 
lutionising car parking.” 

New slip roads are planned 
at Bridge and Wincheap as in¬ 
frastructure gains from plan¬ 
ning permissions, to reduce 
pressure on the ring road; such 
a regular gripe for those who 
live and work in the city. 

There is a complete upgrade 
of Orange Street, Best Lane 
and St George’s Street in the 
next two years, to match the 
work done on the King’s Mile 
in Northgate. 

And there is to be a re-plan¬ 
ning of the Canterbury Christ 
Church University campus, 
including the old prison site, 
plus a similar project at the 
University of Kent campus. 

The council said: “The eco¬ 


nomic value of the universi¬ 
ties is hundreds of millions of 
pounds a year, and we will be 
releasing a comprehensive 
student impact review report 


during the autumn.” 

The result should be a city 
capable of continuing to 
evolve and remaining asuc- 
cess.

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Time to make another pilgrimage? 



CATHEDRAL

F OR those who live and 
work in Canterbury, the 
majesty of the cathedral 
can so often be overlooked 
- a victim of our own fa¬ 
miliarity with one of the world’s 
most impressive buildings. 

Yet for many, actually entering 
the precincts and stepping within 
its hallowed interior is something of 
a rarity. 

Do not, however, make the mis¬ 
take of thinking that having seen it 
once, you’ve seen it all. 


And more recently the cathedral 
has seen a quite remarkable new 
addition - a £2.5million, seven- 
year project which saw the com¬ 
plete rebuilding of the Great South 
Window. 

Sparked after a chunk of mason¬ 
ry fell from the pinnacle of the win¬ 
dow all the way to the ground below 
in June 2007, it saw the exterior of 
the cathedral covered in scaffold¬ 
ing. It was only finally removed 
in October. 

For any visitor, the window is one 
of the highlights of a building burst¬ 
ing with architectural splendour. 
And its remarkable rebuild is wor¬ 
thy of a new visit simply to be daz¬ 


zled by the very scale of it all. 

Rising 55ft high and stretching 
some 25ft wide, it is a gothic extrav¬ 
aganza first built in the 1430s and 
designed to flood the building with 
daylight. Its magnificent stained 
glass capturing the sun’s rays to 
showcase the intricate art depicted 
upon it. 

And every piece of that precious 
glass had to be delicately removed 
while the work took place. The 
process of replacing it continues to 
this day before the project will be fi¬ 
nally completed, both inside and 
out. 

“The complete dismantling of a 
15th century window doesn’t hap¬ 
pen very often - less so in the 21st 
century,” explains Jo Deeming, sur¬ 
veyor to the fabric at the cathedral 
and co-ordinator of the mammoth 
project. 

He had to get his team to source 
rock suitable to rebuild the window 
- eventually finding it in a quarry in 
France - close to where the stone for 
the original cathedral in Caan was 
excavated. 

“This is now a 21st century win¬ 
dow which happens to contain a 
number of older stones,” he ex¬ 
plains, “but is now a very modern 
window.” 

In recent weeks, cathedral staff 
were also celebrating securing 
funding to allow it to get under way 
on almost £2 5m worth of restora¬ 
tion and improvement works. 


Securing the funding means over 
the next five years the leaking roof 
above the Cathedral Nave will be re¬ 
placed and, subject to planning per¬ 
mission, visitors to the cathedral 
will be greeted at a new welcome 
centre, opening onto the city’s 
Buttermarket. 

Improved landscaping at the west 
front of the cathedral will make ac¬ 
cess easier for visitors and restora¬ 
tion work is to be carried out to the 


main entrance to the cathedral 
from the city - the magnificent 
Christ Church Gate. 

The cash will also allow for more 
displays from its historic collections 
to be created and a new handheld, 
multimedia guide to help visitors 
learn more about its rich history is 
to be developed. 

So rather than just walk past it 
and the queues of tourists next 
time, why not pay it another visit?

KING’S MILE

I T USED to be a rat run for shop¬ 
pers, visitors and locals, but in 
recent years the King’s Mile has 
been transformed into one of the 
city’s most integral shopping 
and relaxing areas. 

What’s more, there is more to come 
and people won’t have to wait long. 

Ortwin Thyssen, chairman of the 
King’s Mile Traders’ Association ex¬ 
plained: “Since the Palace Street part 
of the King’s Mile was rejuvenated in 
2007 we’ve seen a real difference in 
the way the visitors use the street. 
Once it was just a way in and out of 
town, now people are enjoying their 
time here, it’s a destination.” 

Mr Thyssen, a master jewellery 
maker in Palace Street, added: “En¬ 
couraged by that change, we worked 
with the council to bring the same 
improvement to the Northgate end 
where the effect has been even more 
noticeable. 

“The next phase will be the con¬ 
nection along Orange Street up to the 
Marlowe Theatre expected in 2018. 

“It has been our focus to bring the 
independent, and sometimes, quite 
quirky shops pubs, bars, clubs and 
restaurants of Canterbury’s creative 
quarter to people’s attention. 

“Spending a happy day out in Can¬ 
terbury is easy and the King’s Mile 
complements the experience for those 
who want to see more than the big 
brands. 

“Here you can find top quality in¬ 
ternational food and drink, art, jew¬ 
ellery and crafts and much more.” 

The mile itself is a collection of 
East 


streets near Canterbury Cathedral. 

The traders see it as a haven for 
anyone seeking the taste and feel of 
real Canterbury. 

It includes Sun Street, Palace 
Street, Guildhall Street, Orange 
Street (named after William of Or¬ 
ange), The Borough, and Northgate, 
formerly a gate to the walled city, so 
there is plenty of history. 

The city council says major im¬ 
provements to Northgate and The 
Borough are now complete thanks 
to a half a million pound project 
funded by developers. 

A spokesman explained: “It in¬ 
volved extending the King’s Mile en¬ 
hancements into these roads as far 
as the pedestrian entrance to Sains- 
bury’s, changing them from vehicle- 
dominated areas into places that en¬ 


courage people to walk and cycle. 

“It has included narrowing the 
roads to allow only single way traffic 
flow, providing convenient passing 
points and loading bays and a wid¬ 
ened footway on one side.” 

David Lilford, of Lilford Gallery, 
said: “The great thing about the 
King’s Mile is the sense of communi¬ 
ty. Each day, we see the business 
owners and workers chatting in the 
street. We’re all routing for each oth¬ 
er and sharing the successes and oc¬ 
casional disappointments. It’s easily 
the most diverse and vibrant area of 
the city.” 

And Ian Blackmore, owner of the 
Jolly Sailor, in Northgate, said: “ This 
amazing buzz has led to us becoming 
known as Canterbury’s Creative 
Quarter.”

A SIDE from the history 
and the architecture, it 
would not be inaccurate 
to describe the single 
biggest influence on the 
economy, health and vitality of the 
city as its student population. 

From primaries to secondaries 
and further education to universi¬ 
ties, it welcomes tens of thousands of 
students drawn to a diverse offering 


in one of Europe’s most awe-inspir¬ 
ing cities. And its impact on the 
local economy should never be 
underestimated. 

You only have to look at the alter¬ 
ations to strips of land opposite the 
city walls to see what a visual and 
progressive impact the educational 
institutions have. 

Canterbury Christ Church Uni¬ 
versity’s relentless expansion has 
seen the area around St George’s 
Place transformed over recent years, 
while it snakes around the ring road 
bringing with it modern design and 


the sort of glass fronted finery in 
place of previously rather dull de¬ 
signs from the 1960s and 70s. 

Perched upon the hill and com¬ 
manding perhaps the finest views of 
Canterbury, the University of Kent re¬ 
cently celebrated its 50th anniversary 
and expands at a healthy pace, seek¬ 
ing to ease the demand for student ac¬ 
commodation with its own provision. 

Between them, they pull in 
around 40,000 students every year. 

The University of the Creative Arts 
thrives while its neighbour off the 
New Dover Road, Canterbury Col¬ 


lege, is once again finding its feet af¬ 
ter a financial crisis left a large black 
cloud hovering over it. 

The arrival of East Kent College 
bosses to cut its cloth accordingly 
now appears likely to result in a for¬ 
mal merger and the protection of the 
provision for some 4,000 students in 
what continues to be a challenging 
environment for further education. 

Being watched with interest is the 
future of what was once the Chaucer 
Technology School. 

Closed after a steady decline in 
numbers, it is being revived for 2019 


to help combat an expected surge in 
secondary school age pupils. Organ¬ 
isations expressing an interest in 
running it include Canterbury 
Christ Church, which wants to open 
a university training school, and 
nearby Barton Court grammar, 
which is keen on opening a free 
school at the site. 

With the three grammar schools 
continuing to perform well, and en¬ 
couraging results from the city’s 
non-selectives, Canterbury contin¬ 
ues to teach its near neighbours a 
lesson.

F INDING somewhere to 
eat is not as easily said 
as done in Canterbury; 
not because there is a 
sparsity of good quality 
eateries but merely there are al¬ 
most too many to choose from. 

There are outlets serving up 
food from every corner of the 
world, from sushi to Moroccan, 
Italian to the ubiquitous Indian. 
What’s more, they cover every 
budget too. 

We take a look at 10 of those 
worthy of serious consideration, 
in no particular order, which are

The Corner House in Minster, 
Thanet, expanded into Canter¬ 
bury this summer, opening up at 
the former Flying Horse 15th cen¬ 
tury pub on the ring road and is 
already proving a big hit. 

Keeping with historic settings, 


the Cafe du Soleil has provided a 
popular destination, with a mod¬ 
ern theme in its 18th century 
former woolhouse setting close to 
Westgate Towers. 

A short stroll up St Dunstan’s 
takes you to Chapman’s - argua¬ 
bly the finest seafood restaurant 
in the city. Opposite it why not try 
the Goods Shed - and enjoy fresh 
produce as you watch the market 
bustle below you? 

Heading through the towers 
takes you to the likes of Marlowe’s 
- an enduring hit with all age 
groups. 

If you want to venture out a lit¬ 
tle, then Tyler’s Kiln in Tyler’s 
Hill has undergone a huge reno¬ 
vation recently and is already 
scooping awards, while The Gran¬ 
ville in Lower Hardres has a new 
chef and is creating a stir too.

O NLY a little over 20 
years ago, Whitstable 
was very much in the 
shadow of Canterbury; 
a popular haunt of stu¬ 
dents at the universities seeking 
cheaper accommodation and home 
owners looking to be close to the 
city but not paying such high prices. 

Today, however, the tables have, 
while not completely turned, have 
seen demand for Whitstable price 
out the students and send house 
prices soaring to record highs. 


Today it is one of the county’s 
most popular seaside towns. A suc¬ 
cess as much down to its unspoilt 
shore, quirky independent shops, 
and working harbour, as to any¬ 
thing more forced. 

To get a sense of its popularity, 
this summer some 60-80,000 peo¬ 
ple descended upon it for its annual 
oyster festival. 

While Herne Bay may not have 
developed at quite such a pace, it is 
progressing hot on its heels. 

Its festival too pulls in huge 
crowds and its more classic prome¬ 
nade and fresh life breathed into the 
pier ensures it attracts plenty of visi¬ 
tors too. 


Their growth has created an in¬ 
teresting dilemma. 

Such was the demand during the 
Whitstable festival, the city council 
recently announced it was scaling 
back the event for fears it was 
swamping the town and frustrating 
those who live there. 

Certainly its narrow streets were 
never designed for the sheer weight 
of numbers heading for such a com¬ 
pact area. 

There have also been disputes 
over the direction of the harbour, 
with plenty of issues over the future 
of a popular market operated from 
beach huts that sits close to the 
harbour’s edge and the busy fish- 
market. 

It would be fair to say the way the 
town moves now needs to placate 
both local and tourist alike. The 
flow of visitors has undoubtedly left 
local coffers swollen and provided a 
huge boost to local traders, but 
there is a growing feeling of not 
wanting to kill the goose which lays 
the golden eggs but tarnishing the 
unspoilt nature of the town which 
makes it so popular. 

Herne Bay can be forgiven for 
feeling a little neglected amid all the 
hullabaloo Whitstable has created 
and the love affair it seems to have 
with reviewers. 

The town, however, is a rather 
different proposition, with a far 
longer main high street and a den¬ 
sity of housing which stretches in 


all directions. But the town has 
plenty to offer. The pier has been 
transformed into a bustling village, 
with stall holders operating out of 
beach huts to create a friendly com¬ 
munity feel. 

Meanwhile, there has been much 
talk in recent years of developing a 
marina which would transform the 
beach area. 

All are in agreement it would 
greatly enhance the town. As ever, 




it is just a case of finding the fund¬ 
ing in these difficult times to fi¬ 
nance it. 

But, like Whitstable, the will is 
there to keep pushing forward 
and keep making the area one 
which is profitable for visitor and lo¬ 
cal alike. 

So if you’ve not visited the seaside 
towns recently, right now could be 
the perfect time to take stock of 
your near neighbours.

Smash hit musical Blood 


others is to visit Dartford 


Pop singer and actress Lyn Paul talks to KoS about her role as Mrs Johnstone... 


NTERNATIONALLY re¬ 
nowned musical, Blood Broth¬ 
ers is making a return to Dart- 
ford this autumn, and along 
with it comes Lyn Paul. 

Reaching fame in the 1970s as a 
member of pop group New Seekers, 
Ms Paul soon turned her talents to 
theatre. 

No stranger to Blood Brothers, 
Ms Paul returns to the iconic role 
she held before, Mrs Johnstone. She 
first played the part on the West End 
in 1997, and continued to do so 
through to 2012, before taking 
roles in Cabaret in 2013, and Boy 
George’s Taboo. 

Speaking of her return to the 
role, Ms Paul said: “It’s two and a 
half years since I last played it. It’s 
like greeting an old friend, but ter¬ 
rifying at the same time.” 

You’d wonder how someone who 
has kept a role for nearly 15 years 


could be terrified of it, but the ac¬ 
tress explains: “I was lying in bed 
the other night going through the 
opening song and I reached one 
part, but for the life of me couldn’t 
remember the rest of it, and I had to 
get up and go downstairs to get the 
script and go through it. At four 
o’clock in the morning, it was 
ridiculous.” 

Ms Paul revealed that it was a let¬ 
ter she wrote to director Bill Ken- 
wright the first time round that 
landed her the role. 

“I wrote to Bill and asked him if 
he would consider me for the role of 
Mrs J, he sent me a letter back by re¬ 
turn post, and less than three 
weeks later I was waiting on stage 
at the Phoenix Theatre (West End) 
to start rehearsals and I cannot tell 
you what it did to me,” tells Ms Paul. 

“I’d never acted and I thought ‘Oh 
my god, I cannot do this!”’ 


Developing acting skills didn’t 
prove too much of a struggle for the 
pop star though as she says: “You’re 
not being yourself. When you go on 
stage and you’re playing a charac¬ 
ter, it just seems to happen. Espe¬ 
cially Mrs J because I can relate to 
her so well being a northern mum 
and having gone through a lot of 
struggles in my life, lots of lows.” 

With Blood Brothers being such a 
moving tale, Ms Paul tells of a time 
an audience member told her how 
touching the production had been. 

She said: “I got a letter once from 
a woman who had a son who was in 
jail, and she said she sat watching it 
and it was the only time she’d ever 
seen anybody portray on stage a jail 
sequence that’s exactly as it is. And 
she said she cried and cried. 

“If that’s one example, can you 
imagine how other people must re¬ 
late to other pars of it. Everyone’s 


gone through highs and low and a 
lot of what Mrs J’s gone through. 
And Mrs Lyons. And Mickey and 
Eddie.” 

Ms Paul attributes Blood Broth¬ 
ers with the successful theatre ca¬ 
reer she’s had. 

“Mrs J in Blood Brothers is such 
an iconic role to play, so as though 
it may sound as if I’m crawling here, 
it’s changed my life,” she said. 

“It gave me a new career. I was 
going up and down the country do¬ 
ing cabaret and Bill took me away 
from all that and I’ve never gone 
back. It’s the biggest thing that has 
ever happened to me.” 

Blood Brothers is coming to Dart- 
ford’s Orchard Theatre from No¬ 
vember 21 to 26.

wo Hairv Bikers tackle chicken and eaa dishes 


Culinary duo took on the world to learn more about chicken and eggs, and now they have a book..

W HY did the 
chicken cross 
the road, roll 
in the mud, 
come back 
across the road, and then cross the 
road again and roll in the mud 
again?” asks one half of The Hairy 
Bikers, Dave Myers. 

“Cos he was a dirty double crosser! ” 
Spending time in the company of 
Myers and his good mate Si King is 
joy, particularly when they’re en¬ 
thused by their latest project. 

BBC Two’s Hairy Bikers - Chicken 
& Egg has seen the boys travel the 
world in search of the best recipes us¬ 
ing, you guessed it, chicken or eggs, 
and now there’s a cookbook to ac¬ 
company the series. 


It’s a project that’s been incubating 
for 10 years. 

“It’s always a book that’s been on 
the boil, really,” says Myers. “To a 
cook, they’re such useful ingredients. 
We’ve done some stand-alone cook¬ 
books that have been very successful 
but this does tick all the boxes, from 
soups to starters, desserts, baking, 
you’ve got the lot with chicken and 
eggs.” 

Filming the TV show took them to 
Israel, where they learned about the 
social history of chicken and visited 
the first place in the world it was eaten. 

King explains: “We went on this 
archaeological dig in Jerusalem and 
down these caves where they’d found 
the first evidence of people eating 
chicken, you could see knife marks on

the thigh bones of these chickens that 
were around before Christ.” 

“Around 70 per cent of Israelis ap¬ 
parently eat chicken once a day,” 
adds Myers. “When Israel was 
formed, they were struggling to feed 
people, so everyone was given 100 
chicks. They reared them up, then 
had to give 90 back to the state when 
they were chickens and they were al¬ 
lowed to keep 10. That way you could 
keep some for eggs, kill some, and so it 
would go on.” 

While they both have fond child¬ 
hood memories of chicken Sunday 
roasts, the meat really came into its 
own when they turned to healthy 
eating in 2012, followed by a slew of 
Hairy Dieters books. 

“We used chicken a lot in the diet 


books,” says Myers. “You take the 
skin off and the whole chicken is be¬ 
tween 700 and 900 calories, great if 
you’re on a diet. If I were making tan- 
doori, you can get the spice mix and 
fat-free yoghurt, marinate half a 
chicken, cook it over charcoal or bake 
it in the oven.” 

It’s time to tackle that age-old ques¬ 
tion: Which came first, the chicken or 
the egg? 

“The egg,” says Myers. “Everyone 
knows the bird came from the lizard, 
so I think there came a point when 
the DNA of the egg changed to be 
more chicken than lizard.” 

“It was the chick,” counters King. 
“You can’t have an egg without a 
chicken. They descend from the Tyr¬ 
annosaurus Rex.”

MANY of your readers will be 
familiar with the Boundary Commis¬ 
sion’s proposals to equalise constitu¬ 
encies and reduce the number of MPs 
from 650 to 600. But they may not 
be aware of the benefits that will 
come from the government’s 
manifesto commitment to ensure 
every constituency is equal. 

The size of constituencies deter¬ 
mines how many people vote for an 
MP to represent them in Parliament. 
Different sized constituencies mean 
that each person’s vote holds 
different weight. The current 


AS Remembrance Day approaches, 
it is important to remember that 
war is not just a human 
catastrophe.

N a highly effective demonstration of its go 
anywhere heritage during its 75th anniver¬ 
sary year, Jeep created a pop-up showroom 
in the middle of nowhere. 

The ‘dealership’ on the cliff edge of Robin 
Hood’s Bay in the North York Moors National 
Park, was a location only accessible by 4x4 vehi¬ 
cles, which just happen to be the American 
brand’s speciality. 

Jeep used a ‘75th special edition’ version of its 
Grand Cherokee flagship to tow the 3.5-tonne 
temporary premises to its windblown moorland 
location - see how it was done at https ://youtu. 
be/lrFi-c44DZ4. 

While passing trade wasn’t expected, many 
surprised walkers and ramblers were welcomed 
in to discover more about Jeep’s famed 4x4 cre¬ 
dentials, born from a 1941 US military contract 
tender for a relatively humble light reconnais¬ 
sance vehicle. 

It became the legendary Jeep - the original bat¬ 
tlefield taxi. 

Some say ‘Jeep’ was a simple slurring of GP - mil¬ 
itary shorthand for General Purpose. Others insist 
it came from American GIs calling it ‘Eugene the 
Jeep’ - a character from the Popeye cartoons. 

What isn’t disputed is a highly-spec’d limited 
edition series of ‘75th Anniversary’ Jeeps now on 
sale, ranging from the Renegade (from £26,795) 


- the brand’s newest and smallest model - up to 
the Grand Cherokee version (from £50,550). 

Jeep’s mid-range contender, the Cherokee, is 
also available in 75th format (from £38,945) 
and brand fans will love the anniversary version 
of the classic Wrangler (from £34,765) the spir¬ 
itual successor to the original Jeep design. 

All celebratory models feature a distinctive 


livery: 75th Anniversary badge, low gloss 
bronze wheels, bronze and orange exterior in¬ 
serts and exclusive interiors with all seats (ex¬ 
cept those of the Renegade) sporting the ‘75th’ 
logo in relief. 

Shades of green are a highlight of this celebra¬ 
tory line-up - echoing the hue that made the 
brand famous - but other colours are offered.

ROAD TEST: Korean brand’s champion load-lugger looks to have the armoury to 

take on the market properly - and in some style writes Steve Loader... s°dct CRDi 



I N the same way that Skoda risks 
yet escapes humiliation with the 
model name Superb, Kia now 
plays a dangerous game with 
Optima. 

Especially as the Korean brand’s 
flagship is not ‘optimum’ or best in its 
class, but it’s a pretty fine effort. 

And the Optima saloon that 
impressed us a few weeks ago, has 
now been followed by the even better 
estate or Sportswagon variant, 
priced from £22,295 - commanding 
a £1,200 premium over saloon 
equivalents. 

It’s a stylish yet capacious load 
lugger, typically well-equipped and 
priced too, with the Korean brand’s 
unique seven-year/100,000-mile 
warranty. 

It’s not the first Optima we’ve seen; 
after two so-so family sector 
Magentis models, Kia tried a new 
look and name in 2012. 

But the original saloon-only 
Optima was hampered here by 
limited engine choice: a single 
1.7-litre diesel with relatively high 
C02 emissions, which deterred tax 
conscious company car user 
choosers. 

But one senses Kia means business 
with the new 2016 saloon and estate 
though. 

The sleek style is carried over, but 


cabin fit and finish and driving 
dynamics have risen another level. 

The latter is still geared more to 
comfort than sharp handling - a sop 
perhaps to the important USA 
market where the Optima sells like 
hot cakes - but this is still a car that 
adds more lustre to Kia’s image. 

There is good leg and headroom for 


all and the Optima feels like a big car 
inside though, admittedly, it’s no 
minnow on the outside either. 

But the Sportswagon takes it even 
higher; it’s no ‘lifestyle estate’ that 
flatters to deceive, so that rakish rear 
end still delivers on space with 552 
litres of boot or 1,686 of outright load 
space with seats down. 


That defeats rivals like the Ford 
Mondeo (500 and 1605 respectively) 
and Vauxhall Insignia (540 and 
1530) and it falls to the dearer VW 
Passat (from £24,230: 650 and 1780 
litres) to put it in its place. 

For the Sportswagon there is one 
choice of engine: a low emission 
140bhp 1.7-litre turbodiesel, mated

with either six-speed manual 
gearbox or smooth double-clutch 
seven-speed auto, though the saloon 
is also offered with a plug-in 
petrol-electric hybrid (PHEV) at 
£33,995, which will certainly 
interest company car drivers. 

Concentrating on the Sportswagon 
though, we tested the smart-looking 
and generously equipped auto-only 
GT-Line S flagship. 

In all honesty, you don’t have to go 
to such dizzy heights as that though; 
standard Optima kit is generous, 
including dual-zone climate, cruise 
control, good gadget connectivity, 
hi-tech sat nav and infotainment 
touchscreen, and reversing camera. 

The diesel’s powerful low-end 
grunt can be a double-edged sword 
at times, causing front wheel 
scrabble on loose surfaces unless you 
are careful with the throttle. 

But I’m nit-picking.

Exodus expected 
as pressure grows 

Margate boss Nikki Bull says more players will have to leave

MARGATE boss Nikki Bull admits he 
expects the ramifications of the club’s 
exit from the FA Cup earlier this 
month to be felt “for weeks to come”. 

The Blues have been dogged by fi¬ 
nancial troubles all season and defeat 
to Harrow Borough a fortnight ago 
robbed the club of a money-spinning 
clash with League One side North¬ 
ampton Town. 

Striker Michael Thalassitis left 
Hartsdown Road this week for Hemel 
Hempstead Town and the cash- 
strapped Gate are likely to see further 
departures as Bull tries to get the Na¬ 
tional League South outfit back on 
track. 

“We’ve had a lot of injuries to key 
players and the ongoing stuff off the 
field has an impact so it’s been a diffi¬ 
cult time but we’re trying to make the 
best of it,” he told Kent on Sunday. 

“There’s always been uncertainty 
and financial problems and every 
time we make a bit of progress we end 
up back at square one. 

“The Harrow game was particu¬ 
larly devastating for the club on a 
number of levels, because a win prob¬ 
ably would have been worth £50,000 
when you think about prize money, 
gate receipts and cash from TV high¬ 
lights. 

“The ramifications will be felt for 
weeks to come and particularly over 
the next four to six weeks we’ll be try¬ 
ing to get players out to balance the 
books.” 

And Bull, who picked himself to 
play in goal for the fourth qualifying 
round tie, may well feature on the 


pitch again as the club’s resources are 
stretched even further. 

“At the time I thought that would 
be a one-off but I may have to find my¬ 
self playing more and more because 
you need to cut whatever costs you 
can,” he said. 

“These decisions have to be made 
for the benefit of the club, it’s not 


about my ambitions or that of the 
players. 

“I consider myself a manager now 
and ideally you’d like to focus on that 
but needs must. 

“We’ll definitely have a couple of 
players leaving next week and I think 
the next month will decide what di¬ 
rection the club is going in.”
